Mormon historic 
markers dedicated 
in Nebraska, lowa 
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OMAHA, NEB.  /-9/-88 


During the calm aftermath the day af- 
ter a tornado, Latter-day Saints and oth- 
er citizens gathered July 16 at historic 
Mormon pioneer sites on each side ofthe 
Missouri River to dedicate markers. 


Just south of Council Bluffs, Iowa, 
some 200 people attended the dedication 
of a marker on the campus of lowa 
School for the Deaf. At that spot, exactly 
142 years before on July 16, 1846, the 
Mormon Battalion was mustered into 
service. The marker acclaims the begin- 
ning of the battalion's 2,000-mile trek 
through the then-uncharted and newly 
American Southwest to San Diego, Calif. 

A short time later, across the river and 
upstream near Florence, Neb., local 
Church gud. civic, Igaders.gathered, do. 
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
